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A further Continuation of the Remarks on the Paris 
Mercure. 
HE beft Way to difcover upon what Terms the 
Allies can ever fafely confent toa Peace with France, 
is to loak back to the Treaties that have already been 
made with Louis XIV for fecuring the Quiet of Europe, 
and fee whet Ufe He has made of them. 

By the Treaty of Munfter with the Emperour and 
Empire in 1648, this King became potiels’d of the 
Suntgaw, the Landgraviate of the upper and lewer 
Alface, with the important Places of Brilac and Philipi- 
burg, and the Provincial Government ofthe 10 Imperial 
Towns in Alface. The Treaty of the Pyrenees made 
with Spain in 1659, yielded to him Thionville , 
Montmedy, and Damvilliers, Arras,Bapaume, and more 
than two thirds of the Province of Artois ; Grave- 
lines, Landrecy, and Quefnoy, Avennes, Marienburgh, 
and Philippeville ; with feveral other Places of lets 
Confideration ; and the Counties of Rouffillon and 
Conflans. By thete Treaties ’twas believ’d the Balance 
of Europe was fettled pretty equally; and I mention 
thefe Particulars, becaufe it will appear, that all the 
French King has fince gain’d from the Empire and 
Spain , has been by the Violation of thefe and fuccecd- 
ing Treaties. 

Nothing could be contriv’d more pofitive and bind- 
iny, than the Renunciation of the Succeifion of Spain 
Svieinnly made by this King and his Queen Maria Te- 
refa, Daughter of Philip IV of Spain, on their Mar- 
riage, by Virtue of the Treaty of the Pyrenees: Yet 
on the Death of Philip [V in 1665 his moft Chriftian 
Majefty, in Violation of that Treaty, invaded the Spa- 
nith Netherlands in 1667, which he claim’d in the 
Right of his Wife, on the Pretence that Brabant was 
devolvd upon her by Viriue of a particular Law of 
that Country, which prefers the Daughters of a firft 
Marriage to the Sons of a fecond, and that the reft of 
thoie Netherlands were Dependencies on Brabant: 
The Injuftice and Indignity of this Pretention was 
fufficiently expos’d by the Baron de Lifola in his Bou- 
dE fat, and the Queen’s Renunciation of every 
Part of the Succeflion of Spain prov’d to be valid and 
irrevocable : But Right was force’d to give place to 
Power; and tho’ upon the Triple Alliance which 
England Sweden and Holland :nade in the Beginning 
of 1662, the King of France found it neceflary to a- 
gree to the Treaty of Aix la Chapelle the fame Year, 
yet by Virtue of that Treaty he got Poffeffion of teve- 
ral {trong Places in Flanders. The King of France 
could not forgive the States-General the Part they had 
inthe Triple Alliance, which put a ftop to the Con- 
queft he had meditated of all the Spanith Netherlands ; 
and therefore in Violation of the Treaty of Aix la 
Chapelle (which cnly perfe€&ted and compleated the 
Triple Alliance) he invaded Holland in 1672: The 
mperour and the King of Spain interpofing to the 
Aflitanceof the States, the Treaty of Nimeguen put 
anEndto that War in 1678: This Treaty the King 
ot France violated in the moft unjuft and fcandalous 
Manner, by the Siezure of Strasbourg by Intelligence, 
by erecting the Royal Chambers of Metz and Bezancon 
and the Soveraign Council of Brifac, and by thofe 
Tribunals adjudging to himfelf as large a Traé&t of 
Country as any one Circle of the Empire makes ; 
as alfo by fiezing fome Places and ravaging the open 
Country of Flanders, and taking Luxembourg by a 
lege: Hereupon a Truce of 20 Years was made in 
1684; by which the King of France was lefc in Pof- 
feflion for that Term of Years, of Strasbourg and all 
that had been adjudp’d to him by his own Tribunals 
aforementioned ; and alfo of Luxembourg with fome 
other Places. In Violation of this Truce, his moft 
Chriftian Majefty befieg’d Philipsbourg and broke in 
upon the Empire in 1688: A War follow’d, till the 
Tieaty of Ryfwick in 1697 ; by which tho’ the King of 
rance parted with very great Acquifitions which 
he kad made in Spain, and in the Spanith Netherlands 
before and dunng that War, (to gain favour wih the 
Spanith Nation ;) yee he would not part with Srras- 
bourg to the Empire, knowing too well of what Im- 
port:. ce it might be to him in the Profecution of his 
Defign. againft the Houfe of Auftria. The Treaty of 
Rviwsck may be faid to be only a Preliminary to the 
it Treaty of Partition made in 1698 ; and which 


coming to nothing by the Death of the Ele&oral 
Prince of Bavaria, brought on the 2d Treaty of Par- 
utdion in 1700 3; which the King of France violated, in 
the Manner known to all the World. 

Upon this thorr Deduction of thall oblerve, 
thac the Rock upon which the moft confiderable of 
thefe Treavies fplic, was their not being made with the 
Concurrence and Confent of all the Allies: Vhat of 
Nimeguen was entred into by the States General fepae 
rately, who by previous Agreement were toon follow'd 
into it by Spain : But the Empecrour and the brave Duke 
of Lorain (nottu tpeak now of the great kiector of 
Brandenbourg) being lett to the Difcretion of the hing 
of France, he kept his Footing en the upper Rhine by 
which Swabia and Franconia were expos'd to him, and 
the Patfage thro’ Lorrain to other Parts of the Empire. 
So likewife at the Treaty of Ryfwick, the Emperour 
and Empire were Jett by Spain, England, and Hoiland, 
to accept between the 20th of September and the ft of 
November the fesms the French King had offer’d them ; 
and if they fhould not accept them in that Time, 
thofe Potentates obtig’d thenmfelves not to interpofe 
between theim and the French King : So thatthey wese 
fore’d, much againft their Will, (not figning theix 
Treaty till the cof G&tober,) to let Strasbourg 
main in the [fands of the French; and of what Ufe 
thac moft imposcant Place has been to them in this 
War, every Body knows. Burt the moft unhappy Step 
of this kind was the of Parntion, which being 
made without the Couient cither of the King of Spain 
or of the Empeiour, whote rightful Inheritance was co 
be divided, did in the natural Contequence (fuliiciently 
forefeen and by Men of the freeft Judgemesrs 
both here and abrocd) put the Evench King into guicr 
Poileffion cf the Spanith Monarchy, for which we have 
been fo meny Years and are Rill inWar. But this will 
always be the Cate, when States inftead of purfuing 
the plain Rules of Juftice and Equity, acting with Dig- 
nity, and Jeaving the Conlequences to the Care of Hea- 
ven, fubmic co feck their Safety from unjuft Expedients, 
rather than from right Reafon and Virtue. It feems ure 
terly unaccountab!e,that the States General fhould refute 
in 1634 1663 and about 1670 to agree with France on 
a Partition between tacm of the Spanith Provinces of 
the Netherlands, becaufe they durft noe cruft thae 
Crown; ard yet, after fo much Experience of the 
French King’s making no other Uie of any Treaties, 
but as Steps to mount up higher aad higher cll he 
reach the Top of his Ambition, fhould truit him 
with Pare of che Spanifh Monarchy and expeé& he 
could be wholly infennble co the Temptation ot laying 
his Hands ata fit Oppertunity on the reff. But the 
Truth is, their Mowive to this Proceeding was much 
the fame that induc’d them to make the icparate Peace 
at Nimeguen: Phe contending Parties in England gave 
King William fo auch Difturbance and Perplexity, that 
finding he could not carry on the War further with 
due Vigour, if ac al; he comply d with (or rather 
underwent) whar he could not approve: And the 
States were vililly under a Neceflity of taking their 
Mealures fiom England. Bot hod it been the Will of 
Heaven to give that King thofe Succetlefs in the Field 
which would have lifted him above the Care of mana- 
ging Court- or Church-Factions, and embolden’d him 
to rely on his owa Merits and the geveral Aff. ions 
of his People, | cannot doubt he wouid have withheld 
his hand from diviving what he hid no Right to dit- 
pofe of. I forbear to enlarge on this ungrateful Sub- 
ject ; and could have contented my lelf with faying 
Jefs of ir, did f not apprehend, as often as I think of 
theGallcons which are expe&ted from New-Spain.that we 
have nor yet felt all the Kfects of the Particion-Tieaty’s 
forcing the Spaiiards into the Houte of Bourbon. 

From what is preinis’d,the Publick will draw two In- 
ferences ; One is,‘ That no Treary with France can 
“fafely be enterd inte, withouc the Participation 
Concurrence aud Conicat of all the Confederates 
And for our Frenci Autner’s Mortification, I will re- 
mind him, that chote whom ic inoft concerns Europe 
fhould be of this Opinian, are intirely poffels d with 
it, I mean the Queen and Her Minifters. In 
October 1706, the Elector of Bavaria wrote Letters to 
the Duke of Marlborough and to the Field-Deputies 
of the States General, defiring them to acquaint their 
Principals, * Thar the moft Chriftian King, finding 


* fome Cvertures of Peace which he had caus'd to = 
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‘ made by private Ways, had inftead of producing 


the Effect of making known his DifpoGcions for pro- 
moting a general Peace, been Jook'd upon by il-de- 
ligning Peifons as an Artifice to d.lusnite the Alhes 
and make Advantage of the Mifuncertta:ding that 
might be created aniong them, had reloly d co thew 
‘the Sincerity of his Intentions, by renouning ali 12- 
cret Negociations, and by openly propoting Conte- 
rences in which Means might be tound to re-eitavlith 
the Tranquility of Europe. And cheretore detird, 
that a@lace might be chofen for the Duke of Mari- 
borough and the States Deputies to mect and con- 
jer with Perfons whom his moft Chriftian Majetty 
thould appoint. To this flis Grace return'd An- 
{wer, by Order from her Majefty; (as did the States 
Deputies by O.der from their High Mightineiles co 
ehe very fame purpole,) That her Majety would 
* be glad to conclude a Jolid and Jafting Peace in con- 
cert with ali her Allies, on Conditions that might 
fecure them fom all Apprehentions of being fore’d 
‘tucks up Arms agen atter a fhort Interval, as had 
‘ hepocn’d before, Aad thather Majeity was ready 
cu enter joyndy with ail the high into 
and necefliry Mesfures for fetling fuch a Veace, her 
piatelty being determin’d not to enter upon any Ne- 
without the Participation of her Al- 
‘hes; bur that the Way of Confeicuces which was 
‘ nrwpos’d, without a parcicular Declaration of his 
meit Chriitian Majefty’s Intentions, did not feem pro- 
‘oer to hee for attaining ¢ truly folid aad lafting 
- Peace. Nothing could be more honeft than this 
Antwer, and Time has fhewn thar nothing could be 
more prudent: For, the Kiog of Fvance tuinciently 
ditcoverd by letting the Maicer drop, either that he 
sotended nothing at all, or chat he intended chofe ill 
rackices Which the cwo maritime Pocentates fo july 
tuipected. 
Theociver Inference that naturally arifes fom the Pre- 
miffesis,  Thatcthereisne trufting thedufery aad Peace 
* of Chriftendom barely to Treaties withthe K of France, 
‘ fince none hitherto made have been itreng enough 
to hold him: Aad that therefore he mutt be difarmd 
of the Power to break: throuch them for the future ; 
thar isto jay, the Beilaace of Europe be abfo- 
* Jurely reftor'd. And for our French Auchor’s further 
Mortification, will alto semind him thar thofe who 
have the main Sinews of this War ae taciz Difpofal, are 


intirely of this Sentiment: I mean the two Houles of 


Parljamene of this Kingdom, who in an Addrels to Her 
Majefty Winter, reprefenred, * That having been 
always periwaded, That nothing would reftorea juft 
* Ballance of Power in Europe, but the reducing the 
whole Spanith Monerchy to the Obedience of the 
Houfe o: Auftcia; they numbly offeed this theie unani- 
© mous Op nien to her Majefty,viz. That no Peace can be 
or Savz-for her Majefty, or her Allies, 
if Spain, the Weit Indies, or any Pare of the Spa- 
nifh Monarchy, be ffferd to remain under the 
* Power of the Houfe of Bourbon.
